Diehard, diiectoi' of llio /V(i( CaiKnal, 
deaervca special notice. ' 'I'lie quivnel 
wliich led to this fatal encounter aruse 
out of the diasoiKsioiis in the Honapartiat 
onnip, tho t'dit t'orpanil beini^ an organ 
of the .section which claims Prince Vic- 
tor as its chief, wiiilo M. do .Maasa.s, in 
the i'iiiiilitit, .sustained the cause of I'rince 
Napoleon. After the Lionapartist meet- 
ing held on .August 16th the, oontroveray 
between tho two journaU degenerated 
into a v-eritable pa[ior war, the Cninhui 
being particularly distinguished by tho 
e.iccessivo violence of its articles. Tiie 
duel between tho two principals who 
fought yesterday was averted last month 
by tlie uEforls of mutual friends, but atill 
rthe quarrel wont on and a duel became 
incvitablfi. An attempt to fiyht on Au- 
j,'ust 2StIi was frustrated liy the police, 
and the duel was lixed fur yesterday, in 
tlie private giouuds of ,a prominent Bon- 
apartiat joiu-nidi.st at NoLjent. Swords 
were chosen by M. Diehard, and by mu- 
tual consent each combatimt wore fuiiciiig 
gauntlets. M. deMussastook offensive 
with great vi};or, and with tlie second thrust 
inllictod tt slight wound on his adversary, 
t'ollowiiij; It iij) with a cut in the siile and 
several scratcluiS on the hand. M. Die- 
liurd replied with a sudden lunge, wliich 
escaped the vigilance of the second who 
was watching the combat, and the sword 
♦Altered the breast of M. Massas, passing 
completely through hia right lung M. de 
iMassas at once sank to the ground, and 
after two or three convulsive movements 
expired in the arms of the doctor, who 
was unable to render liiiy assistance. The 
duel lasted only a minute and a half. In 
tho'course of theaftornoon an Iinperiali.st 
meeting had passed a resolutiiui .severelj' 
condemning the jxdicy of tho Cuinhal, 
but on the death of its editor becoming 
known, it was imiiirdiately decided not 
to make the vote public. It is stated that I 
legal proceedings are about to bo taken j 
in conscquenco of the duel, and M. Die- i 
hard's seconds have placed themselves at i 
. the disposal of the authorities. ■ j

Here is a 
government newspaper, one day after the 
polls have been closed, and three days 
before the date set for otlicially counting 
tho votes, enabled to publish to a nicety 
tho exact state of tho polls ( After the 
davolopnients in the Esciniutalt election 
case tho public was prepared for almost 
anything; but it was not prepared to hoar 
that 90 unqualified persons had been 
constituted voters, or that tho govern- 
moiit and its organ were in a position to 
statu accurately the result of the election 
nlmcst before the ballots wore cold. 
Supposing that Jlr. Humphroys baa been 
returned, it is to be hoped that tho sur- 
prising knowledge of tho organ will not 
be lost sight of in instituting any legal 
proceedings which may be dsemcd advis- 
able.

HEAVY LUNCHES AND ClilCKliT. 

Englishmen, in spite of their successes 
in other fields uf international competi- 
tion', are compelled just now to admit 
that in boating and cricket Hanlan and 
tho Australian eleven have brought them 
to grief. Tho cricketers in particular 
have refused to acknowledge British su- 
,, premacy by defeating eleven after olnven 
>. in various parts uf tho United Kingdom, 
and the result was very lamoly accounted 
for until o man known as the Mayor of 
Leeds, who had been imiuh shocked at tho 
way in which the Uritisli wickets fell, said 
he had observed that although tho Eng- 
lish did well in tho morning, after lun 
choon they fell away, and ho thought that 
champagne and cigars did not agree with 
them. This atatenionl was in a great 
measure corroborated by the habits of tho 
successful Australian.^, of whom seven or 
eight neither drank nor smoked, and the 
remainder were nearly equally temperate. 
The Mayor went on to intimate that 
champagne and tobacco ivere evidently 
not cricketers, but ho might have gone 
further if he had observed what others 
did, that the Englishmen indulged too 
heavily in tho solids as well as the liquids 
among which latter might bo classed 
brandy and beer. It was indeed singular 
that more abatinonce was not practiced on 
such a momentous occasion as an interna- 
tional match, us common sense ought to 
huvo told the Britishers that such indul- 
gences were not conducive to either mus- 
cular exertion or steadiness of norvo, es- 
pecially in the middle of the day, witli an 
amount of unfinished business on hand. 
It is evident that English cricketers will 
in future have to wator their laurels if 
they want them to flourish, as stronger 
stimulants ooem only to give them away 
into tho hands of the enemy. The cause 
of temperance in England makes slow 
profrresB, as tho" consumption of beer 
seems to bo part of tlie established reli- 
gion. It is said that Sir Wilfred Law- 
son's permiaaivo bill will not even be se- 
riously jiut forward during tho present 
BOBsion of parliament, ond the determined 
opposition given to tho Sunday Closing 
Act indicates that the Briton and his 
beer are resolved to stick togetlier through 
thick and thin, and that if they were 
separated, one day the ompiro might col- 
lapse. 

THE CANADA PACIFIC. 

Of tho prospective completion of tho 
Canadian Pacific railway, tho (Vestmimter 
Meview says that it is "an achievement 
which will do more than anything else to 
open up tho whole Canadian Dominion, a 
work which will prove tho backbone of 
Canadian development." Oommentiiig 
on tho fact that the railway has "inci- 
dentally, oven if only temporarily, altered 
the character of tho population of British 
Columbia," tho Review says: "So vast has 
been tho influx of Chinese labor for the 
purposes of this railway that the Anglo- 
Saxon population is already reported to 
be outnumbered by immigrants of Celes- 
tial origin. When we con-sidor tho viru- 
lent opposition tosuch immigration further 
south in San Francisco, we are inclined 
to ask why similar opposition has not de- 
clared itself in British Columbia. The 
real answer ia probably to be found in the 
fact that tho invasion is regarded as es- 
sentially temporary, and it is also recog- 
nized that tho Anglo-Saxon population 
itself is altogether unable to supply suf- 
ficient labor to bring the railwoy across 
tho continent with the rapidity so ear- 
nestly desired by the residents of British 
Columbia."
